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Bush holds lead; Dukakis declares he's a liberal

George Bush maintains a solid lead over ri- 
val Michael Dukakis in statewide polls in 
Tbxas, New Jersey, New Mexico, Utah, Ken- 
tucky and Montana, and holds a slight ad- 
vantage in the key battleground states of 
Michigan and Washington. 

In Philadelphia, Bush on Sunday shrugged 
off recent polls that showed a narrowing lead 
over his Democratic rival and said he would 
campaign harder than ever in the final week 
before the Nov. 8 election. 

In Hanford, Calif., Dukakis, brimming 
with confidence, declared Sunday that Wes, 
I'm a liberal" and claimed he's got Republi- 
can rival George Bush on the run. 

Dukakis sounded more like a front-runner 


than ah»ujid(rrdog as he took a tour through 
California's sun-drenched valley. 

Bush led the Democratic nominee by 15 
and 21 points, respectively, in two statewide 
polls in Tlxas, which has the third largest 
electoral prize of 29 votes. 

In a poll of 608 likely voters, surveyed Oct. 
22-25, 54 percent favored Bush to 39 percent 
for Dukakis, the Houston Chronicle reported 
in its Sunday editions. The survey had a 
margin of error of plus or minus four percent- 
age points. 

In the other Tlxas poll, released Saturday 
by the Fort Worth Star-Tblegram and WFAA- 
TV in Dallas, Bush led Dukakis 58-37 per- 
cent. The poll of 1,443 likely voters, conduct- 
ed Oct. 21-24, had a margin of error of three 
percentage points. 


In Michigan, with its prize of 20 electoral 
votes, 47 percent of the 400 registered voters 
surveyed favored the Republican ticket while 
41 percent prefer the Democratic slate, De- 
troit station WJBK-TV reported Sunday. 

The survey, conducted Tuesday through 
Thursday, had a margin of error or five per- 
centage points. 

In Washington, Bush led Dukakis 50 per' 
cent, to 45 percent in a poll of 6-12 voters sur- 
veyed Tuesday through Thursday. The poll, 
published in Sunday’s editions of the Morn- 
ing News Tribune of Tacoma, had n margin of 
error of four percentage points. Washington 
has 10 electoral votes. 

In Montana, Bush led Dukakis 49-34 per- 
cent in a poll of 603 likely voters surveyed 
Oct. 15-24. The poll, published in Sunday's 


Great Falls Tribune, had a margin of error of 
four percentage points. 

The GOP nominee spoke briefly to re- 
porters in Philadelphia outside the residence 
of Roman Catholic Cardinal John Krol, 
where he attended a private Mass with his 
wife, Barbara, and grinds on George P. Bush. 

Bush's chief of stiff, Craig Fuller, said the 
campaign had expected all along to sec a 
lightening in the numbers and was not 
alarmed by the latest apparent shiflJoward 
Dukakis. 

On a light campaign day in the Philadel- 
phia area, Bush told a crowd of supporters 
outside suburban Montgomery County Bush- 
Quoyle headquarters that he woilld continue 
to campaign at full steam. 

At a kickoff rally at Bakersfield and nt 


Hanford, a community surrounded by cotton 
fields, Dukakis dofiantly tackled the "L- 
word" issue that Republicans have gleefully 
exploited — and Dukakis has persistently 
ducked — throughout the fall campaign. 

At Bakersfield, he-predictcd he would over- 
take Bush and declared: "Yes, I'm a liberal in 
the tradition of Franklin Roosevelt and Har- 
ry TYuman and John Kennedy." 

Asked why lie . was suddenly boasting 
about liberalism, Dukakis replied, "Peoplo 
understand it's a tradition of being on the 
side of average families." 

Recent polls show Dukakis closing fast on 
Bush in several key states including Califor- 
nia, a must-win state where Dukakis aides 
said ah 11-point Bush lead a week ago has 
shrunk to a virtual tie.

The Vincennes was to have 
been replaced by the cruiser USS Mo- 
bile Bay but the orders sending it to 
the gulf area were canceled a day be- 
fore it was to hove left. 

Since the. cease-fire, no flarcups of 
violence Rave been reported in the 
.waterway. More than 500 commercial 
ships were damaged there by air and 
gunboat attacks in the four-year 
tanker war that spun off the main 
Irnq-Irnn ground conflict. 

U.S. military officials already have 
ended 17 months of escorting convoys 
of U.S. -flagged Kuwaiti tankers and 
curtailed regional air surveillance. 

The Navy squadron inside-the gulf 
itself includes six minesweepers, on 
amphibious landing ship and the 
flagship USS La Salle. There also are 
two missile cruisers, one missile de- 
stroyer and four frigates.

FORT WORTH, Tlxas — The 
Notional TYansportalion Safety 
Board will release several reports on 
the ill-fated crash of Delta Flight 
1141 today, but a key report about 
the setting or the jet's wing flaps will 
not be among them. 

Safety board officials say the re- 
ports to be released in Washington 
fall far short of answering questions 
about the puzzling crash that killed 
14. 

"We just don't have the answers 
yet," said Lee Dickinson Jr., National 
Transportation Safety Board mem- 
ber. "This is one of the most difficult 
crashes we have investigated." 

The Salt Lake City-bound Delta 
Air Lines Boeing 727 crashed on 
takeoff at Dallas-Fort Worth Interna- 
tional Airport after struggling 30 feet 
above the runway for more than a 
mile. Ninety-four people survived the 
Aug. 31 crash. 

Safety board "investigators at- 
tribute their lack of solid answers to 


on antiquated flight data recorder, 
contradictory evidence and the in- _ 
ability of the cockpit crew to remem- 
ber details of the crash. 

"Usually 60 days after a crash, we 
hove o pretty good idea what hap- 
pened and arc waiting only for tnc 
analysis of the evidence to bear us 
out," Dickinson said. 'This time, 
we've got a lot of contradictions that 
moke it a real challenge." 

Dickinson told the Fort Worth 
Star-Tllcgram that the reports is- 
sued Monday will describe what did- 
n't go wrong, rather than what did. 

Investigators have ruled out en- 
gine failure or a faulty takeoff warn- 
ing system ns probable causes. The 
reports also will rule out a molfunc- , 
tion of the other major mechanical 
systems aboard the aircraft, the Star- 
Til egram reported. 

"There were no mechanical prob- 
lems," one investigator who asked 
not to be identified told the newspa- 
per. 

The reports, known as "factuals,”

HOMER, Alaska — A strong 
earthquake awakened residents ear- 
ly Sunday but no damage or injuries 
were reported, the Alaska. Tsunami 
Warning Center reported. 

The temblor measured 5.1 on the 
Richter scale of ground motion. It 
Struck at 1:33 a.m. about 60 miles 
northwest of Homer, said Paul Whit- 
more, a geophysicist at the center. 

"A lot of people felt it in Anchorage 
and Palmer," Whitmore said. "Thqt 
area that it occurred in is a farily 
common area for earthquakes." 

But since the quake was so early 
in the morning, the center received 
few calls about it, Whitmore said. 

"I woke up sometime in the night 


because I felt my house shaking," 
said Stan Porter, a Federal Arnion 
Administration official at the Homer 
flight service station. "But that’s just 
part of life op here," he said, adding 
that he rolled over and went back to 
sleep. 

- The Richter scale is a measure of 
ground motion os recorded on seis- 
mographs. Every increase of one 
number means a tenfold increase in 
magnitude. 

Thus a reading of 7.5 reflects nn 
earthquake 10 times stronger than^ 

one of 6.5. 

An earthquake of 5 on the Richter 
scale can cause considerable damage 
in a populated area, 6 can be severe 
and a 7 rending is a "major" quake, 
capable of widespread heavy damage.

Top schools not immune to racism 


STANFORD, Calif. (AP) - The 
president of Stanford's Block Stu- 
dent Union spoke calmly, controlling 
her anger in the tumult of a protest 
against racism on campus. 

There's a dangerous link, she said, 
between racist terms scrawled on 
posters at Stanford, racial slurs at 
Smith College and a “ghetto party" 
at DePauw. 

“These aren't isolated incidents," 
said Mary Dillard. “And its happen- 
ing at Cornell, Pennsylvania, Har- 
vard, Yale. There's something wrong 
with the best and the brightest." 

Officials of the nation's top univer- 
sities are trying to figure out what is 
wrong and how to fix it, but the re- 
sults so far have been disappointing, 

Stanford President Donald 
Kennedy, mindful. of racist incidents 
last year, warned freshmen in his 
orientation address, this. fatl that 
"bigotry is out." Yet soon afterward 
two more racist acts shocked the 
campus. 

The first was the scrawling of the 
word "niggers" across n black frater- 
nity poster. In the second, a poster of 
German composer Ludwig van 


Beethoven was altered so he ap- 
peared to be black after a fraternity 
house discussion about historic fig- 
ures alleged to have some block an- 
cestry.; 

It takes A's, high test scores and. 
other accomplishments to get into 
Stanford University, but as Dillard 
noted, "there is an appalling igno- 
rance among many students about 
other cultures and that leads to trou- 
ble." 

Ewart A.C. Thomas, a psychologist 
and dean of Stanford's School of Hu ; 
inanities and Sciences, notes "there 
have been more overt acts of racism 
in this decade" throughout the coun- 
try. 

"People have attributed it to poli- 
cies coming out of Washington at- 
tacking civil rights legislation," he 
said. “There might be more to it 
than that, but a tone set in Washing- 
ton coutd increase the sense among 
people from underrepresented 
groups that their gains nre'now be- 
ing assailed." 

"In many ways Reagan's eight 
years ... have taken the shame out of 
racist behavior," said the Rev. Jesse 


Jackson, who spoke to 4,000 Stan- 
ford students on Friday. "Students 
tend to follow in rhythm with the 
leadership." 

In recent incidents elsewhere, 
racial slurs were scrawled on notes 
slipped under a door and tacked onto 
a bulletin board at Smith College, 
and members of an all-white white 
fraternity at DePauw threw a “ghet- 
to party" in which they scrawled 
racist grafitti on their house.

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Barnes earns respect 
despite views on SIS 

Although he has never served in the Idaho Legislature, 
Republican Lee Barnes of Twin Falls County is hardly' a 
newcomer to the process. 

As a lobbyist, he helped repeal an old 'state prohibition 
against the practice of denturitry by non-dentists. 

The activity landed him in jail at one point and just os im- 
portantly, it turned Barnes into an avid follower of the politi- 
cal process*. 

Now Barnes is a candidate for the Idaho House from Twin 
Foils County and wo think that he should be elected. He is a 
practical man whose previous experience on the denturitry 
issue helped him to sec how to get things accomplished. That 
skill, we think, would help. 

Barnes' opponent is Democrat Virginia Ash of Buhl, a for- 
mer teacher who has a special interest in education, children 
and human services. She is a compassionate individual who 
has worked with many human service organizations. 

But Barnes, in our view, would bring more experience to 
the post and would have the wider range of interests. 

We do not agree with every one of his positions. For exam- 
ple, bis support for INEL and the proposed Special Isotope 
Separator no longer represents the majority view in the 
Magic Valley. 

Nor do we agree that Idaho ofTicials can't make a differ- 
ence in that issue. Gov. Cecil Andrus proved differently this 
moijth when he halted waste shipmenjs to the Eastern Ida- 
ho'sitc. , 

But Barnes is a capable individual who has demonstrated 
his ability to work against the odds to accomplish a goal. 
Overall, we think he would make a good legislator. 

Morrison reflects 
Northside district 

Last spring in the Republican primary, we endorsed one of 
Tbm Morrison's two opponents for the Idaho House seat rep- 
resenting Gooding, Lincoln and Blaine Counties. Morrison 
won anyway, with a total vote twice that of his opponents 
combined. 

So much for the power of the press. 

This fall, Morrison, the Republican candidate, faces experi- 
enced campaigner Gene Sullivan of Fairfield for the House 
seat. 

Sullivan comes to the campaign with considerable experi- 
ence. He ran two years ago against incumbent Republican 
Gary Robbins and nearly beat him. 

As a small businessman and a teacher, Sullivan would 
bring perspectives to the Legislature which aren't always as 
well represented os they should be. 

But in our view, those strengths are also Sullivan's weak- 
nesses. He is an avid member of the teacher's union, the Ida- 
ho Education Association, and is openly devoted to sharp in- ■ 
creases in teacher salaries. In our view, he would vote closely 
along traditional Democratic lines. 

Morrison, on the other hand, seems more broadly repre- 
sentative of the district as a whole. A retired bean ware- 
house manager in Gooding, Morrison has a solid under- 
standing of business operations. 

He is a bit non-committal when it comes to exact positions 
-he- would takerbut-on-balance;-we-think-he-would-be-modor — 
ate to conservative on matters involving both social issues 
and taxation. 

That perspective, wc think, is more in line 'with the 
sprawling Northside district. 

The race offers Northside citizens a choice between two 
men who have both lived in the district for many years. Ei- 
ther would serve competently, but our choice this time is to 
Morrison. 

Experienced Peavey • 
shows independence 

State Sen. John Peavey has made, something of a name for 
himself os a maverick in the Idaho Senate, particularly 
among Senate Republicans with whom he occasionally finds 
himself at odds. 

But in our view, that is a position of strength, not of weak- 
ness and it is almost reason enough to return Peavey to the 
Idaho Legislature for another term. 

Two years ago, the Carey Democrat faced Republican John 
Sandy of Hogcrman in a contest in which each spent consid- 
erable money but which Peavey won rather handily. 

•This year is essentially a rematch of that contest, although 
both candidates seem to be taking it a bit less vigorously this 
time out. 

Sandy genuinely believes he would provide the district, 
which includes Blaine, Gooding and Lincoln Counties, with 
broader representation. 

There is some merit to that claim, but we do not see any- 
thing in Sandy's positions which gives him a decided edge 
this time. . 

Peavey, on the other hand, has a long record of both compe- 
tence and independence in the Senate. He is a frequent 
spokesman for the Democratic minority, but has shown him- 
self to be pretty much independent of the usual Democratic 
influences, including the Governor's office. 

Another attractive aspect of Peavey is his experience. If 
elected, he would be in his 7th term as a legislator, one of the 
longest in the Magic Valley. That experience has given him 
considerable perspective. 

All in all, he has been a thoughtful legislator whose pres- 
ence has been a plus to his constituents. We think he should 
be returned. 
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Andrus dramatizes waste problem 


Idaho Gov. Cecil Andrus may not read the New 
York Times, but he knows how to grab national 
headlines. 

Andrus recently pushed the problem of nuclear 
waste disposal to the front burner by closing his -- 
state's borders to shipments bound for "temporary 
storage" at the Idaho National Engineering Labo- 
ratory. 

.After 20 yenrs of taking the shipments, Andrus 
said Idnhoans were tired of being "good citizens’* 
and he dared the federal government to defy him. 

In answer, a full boxcar and a truckload of 
waste that were on their way to the site were re- 
called. and Department of Energy officials sought 
a meeting with Andrus and other Western gover- 
nors to discuss the issue. 

But Northwest congressional staff members 
don't expect a solution until well into the next ses- 
sion or Congress unless agreements can be worked 
out ahead of time. 

The Northwest's other federal nuclear facility, 
the Hanford Nuclear Reservation, is storing about 
31,000 drums of radioactive materials that arc 
waiting for a permanent home. But its wastes 
were generated on site, while Idaho's 2.4 million 
cubic feet, or 130,000 drums and boxes, came from 
several plants, mainly the plutonium bomb- port 
plant at Rocky Flats, Colo., which has storage 
space for only Tour more months of operation. 

At the root of the problem is the failure of DOE 
and Congress in the past year to take the fmnl 
steps needed to open a permanent waste dump in 
New Mexico.

the dump site and learning that DOE officials 
could give no assurances that it will begin operat- 
ing soon. He said DOE and its predecessor, the 
Atomic Energy Commission, had been promising 
to remove the Idaho waste since the early 1970s, 
when he previously was governor before becoming 
President Carter's Interior secretary. 

Andrus' aides said he issued ample warning 
that he intended to act forcefully. Writing to Rep. 
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Bill Richardson. D-N.M., a critic of the dump, An- 
drus in July said he would "take whatever action 
is necessary" unless it were opened. 

Andrus' advisers knew that he was thinking 
about a ban, but his sudden announcement on 
Oct 19 during a wave of national publicity over 
nuclear weapons plant problems elsewhere was a 
surprise to outsiders. 

"It's not a grandstand move," one adviser main- 
tained. “He moved on a timetable his sense of Ida- 
ho politics dictated." He said Andrus "doesn't read 
the New York Times," which has carried front- 
page stories for weeks on the ills of DOE’s 
weapons plants. 

Still, the ban obviously was designed to get 
maximum attention. "Up to now, not many people 
have been talking about (the New Mexico dump)," 
said a Northwest Senate staff member. "Andrus 
has brought it more to the front burned" 

But the aide doubted that DOE would act on its 
own authority to open the site, os Andrus has 
urged, because of opposition from New Mexico. “I 
think legislation is going to be the way to fix it. 

But you can't push the legislation ahead of the sci- 
ence," he added. 

Although Andru s said he believes t he site is pn-_ 
Viroiimentally safe, tHcTNationnl Academy or Sci- 
ences has raised questions about water seepage 
and the presence of methane gas. In addition to 
settling those issues, DOE also must get approval 
from the Nuclear Regulatory Commission for a 
cask that will ship wastes. ' 

- Andrus' political acumen was evident when the 
ban met with little criticism in a state where 
staunch support of INEL is a requirement for high 


office. But environmentalists complained he didn't 
go far enough. They are demanding dean up of 
aquifer contamination and buried waste before 
two major projects are built, a plutonium process- 
ing plant and a new weapons reactor. 

Rep. Richard Stallings, whose district indudes 
the site, has snid that unless INEL's waste prob- 
lems are addressed, public support for its pro- 
grams could be eroded, the way Hanford lost sup- 
port in Washington state. He also noted that the 
practice of handling and shipping the Rocky Flats 
waste first to Idaho and again to New Mexico dou- 
bled the risk or exposure to workers and the pub- 1 
lie. 

Republican Sen. Jim McClure, the ranking 
member of the Senate Energy Committee and sup- 
porter of DOE programs, said only that Andrus 
may have been "overdramatic." The state needs 
dependable assurances that the waste will be re- . 
moved, and Andrus' action was a way of stepping '. 
up the pressure, McClure said. 

DOE officials, especially those in Idaho, may se- 
cretly welcome more pressure to open the $800 
million Waste Isolation Pilot Plant - as the New ■ 
Mexico dump is called. 

Congressional action on a seemingly minor but 
necessary bill transferring the dump site from the 
Bureau of Land Management to DOE was stalled , 
this year by a disagreement among New Mexico 
congressmen over conditions for opening the 
dump. Now, other Western members may take 
more of a hand in the bill. f “

The deaths raised the toll to 305 Pales- 


tinians and nine Israelis killed since the 
Palestinian uprising against Israeli occupa- 
tion began Dec. 8. 

Israel radio broadcast an interview with 
an army sergeant who tried unsuccessfully 
to rescue n woman and a baby from the bus. 

The soldier said the bus was more than 
one- third full. A Palestinian reporter in Jeri- 
cho said about 20 people were aboard. 

"I heard the sounds of a woman. I ap- 
proached her, and grabbed her with one 
hand. I said, Come out with mo.' She abso- 
lutely refused," said the soldier, who was 
identified only as SgL Ron, 21. 

"She said, But I have a baby, whnt about 
the baby.' After a few seconds, Irealizcd that 
if I remained one more second (I would be 


killed). ... I escaped with the last bit of ener- 
sy-“ 

The national Itim news agency said that 
the soldier also was unable to rescue anoth- 
er infant, the third fatality. 

The bus, which was consumed by fire, was 
traveling south' from Tiberius on the Sea of 
Galilee to Jerusalem. 

The Israeli deaths, two days before Tues- 
day's parliamentary elections, could swing 
undecided votes to the right-wing Likud 
bloc, which advocates a tougher line on deal- 
ing with thevmresL 

Israel radio quoted Labor Party Leader 
Shimon Peres os expressing "deep shock at 
the criminal net of killing innocent civil- 


“The entire nation is united in a feeling of 
anger and pain," Peres was quoted ns say- 
ing. The army will roach tho killers, nnd 
will fight terrorism until the bitter end.” 

Israel radio quoted military sources os 
saying five firebombs were thrown at the 
bus in n well-planned ogibush. It said other 
fi rebombers have attacked the same area, 
first throwing stones onto roads to slow bus- 
es and other vehicles. 

Soldiers arrived minutes after the attack 
and combed fields nnd citrus groves near the 
site. Helicopters took the wounded to hospi- 
tals. where some were reported in serious 
condition. 

Extra soldiers have been deployed 
throughout the territories for fenr the par- 


liamentary elections would bring even more 
violence. 

Underground Palestinian leaders called a 
general strike Tuesday to coincide with the 
elections, and they joined Moslem funda- 
mentalists urging another strike Wednes- 
day.

Underground leaders of the iO-month-old Palestinian uprising 
called for a general strike in the occupied lands on election dny and 
asked Israeli Arabs to "elect the voices of pence."

United States ns the campaign's 
dominant issue.

Instead, a once complacent politi-

GENEVA (AP) - U.N.-mediated 
peace talks between Iran nnd Irao re- 
sume today in an effort to consolidate 
the precarious truce and disengage 
troops in the 8-year-old gulf wat 
U.N. Secretary-General Javier. 
Perez de Cuellar flew to Geneva Sun- 
day and said he hoped for substan- 
tive progress on an exchange of pris- 
oners held by the two countries. 

Each country released 25 prisoners 
nf war Sunday, but still hold thou- 
sands of others. 

Iraq freed 25 disabled Iranian pris- 
oners and they were flown ta Tehran, 
the capital of Iran, aboard a plane 
chartered by the International Red. 
Cross. Iran reciprocated immediately 
by releasing 25 Iraqi prisoners who 
boarded the same plane for the re- 
turn (light to Baghdad, Iraq, accord- 
ing to Francoise Derand, n Red Cross 
spokesman in Geneva. 

In a brief chat with reporters after 
his arrival, Perez dc Cuellar said he 
hoped the meetings in Geneva would 
be "if possible much more useful" 
than the 10-dny round early this 
month in New York. 

Perez dc Cuellar last week named 
withdrawal of the forces as his first 
priority in the new negotiations, 
Urgency to his efforts was added 


by a report warning that forces "re- 
main in dangerous proximity" after 
eight years of fighting that has killed 
or wounded nn estimated 1.5 million. 

The report by the U.N. Iran-Iraq 
Military Observer Group warned of 
constant danger of renewed fighting 
. between the two sides, whose soldiers 
arc separated in some places by only 
30 fecL A cease-fire has been in effect 
since Aug. 20. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali Ak- 
bar Velayati and his Iraqi counter- 
part, Toriq Aziz, have said no 
progress was made on the principal 
issue stalemating the talks since 
. they began in Geneva Aug. 25 — the 
delineation of a border between the 
two nations. 

Iron says a 1975 treaty set the bor- 
der in the middle of the Shatt-al- 
Arnb waterway, Iraq's only navigable 
outlet to the sea. Iraq, which rejected 
the treaty in 1980, demands 
sovereignty over the entire waterway. 

Other disputed stretches line the 
more than 800-mile-long frontier, ac- 
cording to U.N. sources. They say the 
discrepancies have impeded an exact 
definition of the "internationally rec- 
ognized boundaries" to which the two 
countries arc to withdraw under the 
U.N.-mediated cease-fire.

Iraq releases 25 POWs on Sunday 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Military 
officers in Thailand siphoned off 
some $3.5 million from a covert CIA 
program to aid non-communist rebels 
in Cambodia, jeopardizing the pro- 
gram for a time last summer, accord- 
ing to intelligence sources and a pub- 
lished report. 

The corruption scandal, which may 
also have involved some Thai busi- 
nessmen, was reported in Sunday's 
Washington Post and confirmed in 
part by other sources, who declined 
to be identified by name. 

The program, one of several Rea- 
gan administration initiatives to bol- 
ster anti-communist forces in con- 
flicts around the world, has since 
been cleaned up but is operating at 
reduced levels. More rigorous ac- 
counting procedures are in plnce, the 
newspaper reported. 

Hirohito stabilized 
after pressure falls 

TOKYO (AP) — Doctors stabilized 
the vital signs of Emperor Hirohito 
on Sunday after the ailing monarch's 
blood pressure fell dangerously low, n 
palace spokesman said. 

Doctors gave the 87-year-old Hiro- 
hito a pint more blood Sunday after 
he received three pints overnight, 
spokesman Kcnji Macda said. 

,"His fever, pulse and blood pres- 
sure indicate that his condition war- 
rants a certain amount of concern," 
Macda quoted chief palace physician 
Akira Takngi as saying. 

He did not say if the emperor's con- 
edition wns critical. Another palace of- 
ficial refused to comment. 

• Since Hirohito fell ill Sept. 19, he 
has received 31.5 pints of blood, 
about three times the normal amount 
iii his body. 

;The weekend transfusions were 
the heaviest the emperor has needed. 


It said CIA officers in Thailand 
first turned up evidence that money 
had been skimmed from the covert 
aid program, which totaled SI 2 mil- 
lion in fiscal 1988. Some of the Cam- 
bodian rebels operate from neighbor- 
ing Thailand.

The team's report back to the intel- 
ligence panel on July 12 sparked dis- 
agreement over whether the covert 
support should be continued, citing a 
State Departmcirt* document detail- 
ing the developments. 


At the time, the administration 
wns seeking to increase support to 
forces opposing Vietnamese troops in- 
side Cambodia. The program's aim is 
to establish a non-communist pres- 
ence that could prevent the return of 
the Khmer Rouge when the Viet- 
namese pull troops out ofCnmbodin. 


After a debate within the intelli- 
gence panel it wns decided to contin- 
ue the program, but to reduce the 
amount of support to $8 million in 
the current year nnd to institute pro- 
cedures for making sure the money is 
spent for its intended purposes — 
non-lclhal items and training.

Judge Redman takes on DOT, attorney general over legal issue

TWIN FALLS — In q tart exchange of let* 
tere this fall, a TVin Falls magistrate judge 
,has accused the* Idaho Transportation De- 
partment of intentionally disobeying the law' 
since 1984. 

• The department says it was listening to 
‘the Idaho Attorney General’s advice to disre- 
gnrd a statute. The judge, R. Michael Red- 
,man, says the attorney general can’t do that 

"At best, in my opinion, it's an instance of 
poor judgment on the part of derision- makers 
within the government," Redman said.. "I 
don't think there's any way to make this look 


good to the public." 

. .The attorney general's office however, says 
its advice to the Transportation Deportment 
was to obey Idaho's Constitution, not to dis- 
obey an Idaho statute, 

Redman ignited the dispute after he 
learned in August that the Transportation 
Department no longer suspended drivers' li- 
censes of children convicted of violating alco- 
hol laws, regardless of whether the violation 
was linked to driving. 

"There has to be some relationship be- 
tween the law and the violation," said 
Deputy Attorney General Pat Kolc. The at- 
torney general's office, in an official opinion, 
advised the department in 1984 not to sus- 


pend licenses. 

At issue is whether a state agency can dis- 
obey a law when advised to by tho attomoy 
general even, if private citizens don't have 
that right. It s also a" case in which a judge 
stepped outside thc-usual role and activities 
of the bench. - 

*1 feel like, the judiciary has egg on its face 
because we were not informed that the stale 
was not goiog to follow the law," Redman 
said. "Therefore, we have been telling juve- 
niles for four years a lie. I approached it from 
the standpoipt of a judge, also as a citizen 
and as a parent." 

Redman kicked off the exchange with nn 
Aug. 24 letter to Hermit Kiebert, director of 


tho Idaho Department of Transportation. 

"I am angered to discover that your depart-^ 
ment has apparently chosen to ignore the 
mandate of the Legislature of the state of 
Idaho," ho Said. "The decision of your depart- 
ment just creates one more example of the in- 
consistent .application of rides, regulations 
and laws that most of these kids have grown 
up with in their own homes." 

Kiebert replied he was merely following 
the attorney general’s advice. 

"A state; agency is obliged to follow an 
ofiirinl attorney general's opinion," he wrote 
on Sept. 2. 

"I have been unable to find any law to sup- 
port that statement, but. I must assume that 


you would not make it without knowledge of 
its truth,' Redman replied tw# weeks Inter. 
But ho also wroto that his research indicates 
such opinions aren't binding. 

"A citizen appearing before the court tak- 
ing the position you are taking would proba- 
bly find himself suffering tho appropriate 
penalty of the law," the judge wrote. 

Redman concluded the letter by noting he 
hadn't heard frqm the attorney general's of- 
fice.

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Record drought 

1987-88 is the driest 2-year period ever in Idaho

TWIN FALLS - Tho past two years have turned out 
to be the driest two-year period since Idaho records be- 
gan in the 1880s. 

"It's the worst we've ever seen," said Jerry Beard, 
snow survey supervisor ofnthe Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice. Though 1977 was the single driest year on record, 
1987 and 1988 hnve v avcragca out os the driest two- 
year period in Southern Idaho, he said. 

In test holes in eastern Idaho, the soil is "powder 
dry" at 3'h feet, he said. 

"I doubt if we'll get enough precipitation this fall to 
significantly change the soil profile," Board said. "It 
looks like well go into winter with extremely dry soil." 

Because the dry Boil in higher elevations will soak 
up a' lot of moisture, a normal snowfall may not result 
in normal run-off, Beard soid. Depending on condi- 
tions, up to 20 percent of the moisture from melting 
snow may soak into the ground. 

The Soil Conservation Service maintains three pre- 
cipitation metering stations in the Jarbidge area. All 
three reported zero precipitation for October up to the 
25th: 

•Bear Creek site: normal for October, 1.4 inches. In 
September it measured .6 of an inch, 27 percent of the 
normal 2.2 inches. 


•Goat Creek site: normal for October, 2.9 inches. In 
September it measured .3 or an inch, only 12 percent 
of the normal’of 2.5 inches. 

•Pole Creek Ranger Station site: normal for Octo- 
ber, 1.9 inches. In Scptembcr'lt measured .3 of an 
inch, 18'percent of the normal of 1.7 inches. 

Dale Jarrell, fire management olficei^of the Saw- 
tooth National Forest reports the fuel woods of the for- 
est arc still comparable to kiln-dried timber. 

Twigs and limbs less than three inches in diameter 
contain about 6 percent moisture, and those larger 
than three inches contain about 10 to 12 percent mois- 
ture, Jarrell said.' 

"That's extremely dry," he said. But the stuff smaller 
than three inches presents the greatest fire hazard, he 
said. 

The- forest has gained a little moisture, however, 
with increased relative humidity during the past few 
weeks, he said. 

Ground wnter levels show no significant drop, soid 
Steve Baker, hydro geologist with the Idaho Depart- 
ment of .Water Resources. But the effects of increased 
pumping of ground water may not show up for several 
years, he said. 

In some areas Irrigation from surface sources helps 
to maintain ground water levels that others tap for 
pumped irrigation.

He said some people who like liquor 
with their dinner go to Jerome Coun- 
ty or Jackpot to eat instead of Twin 
Falls. 

Most customer go out to eat with 
their families and are not out to get 
drunk on Sunday because they have 
to go to work the next day, Thomas 
said. 

It makeB no sense to allow restau- 
rants and bars to sell beer and wine 
on Sundays but liquor only six days a 
week, he said. 

People with alcohol problems .will 
get as drunk on beer or will find a 
way to get hard liquor on Sunday re- 
gardless of the law, Thomas said. A 
can of beer has approximately the 
same alcohol content as a shot of 
hard liquor, he added. 


Having to tell out-of-stato cus- 
tomers that they cannot buy liquor 
because it is Sunday hurts the 
restaurant’s image and ability to 
serve its customers, he said . 

The measure has no organized 
public opposition, but a public dpin- 
ion poll and a vote two years ago in- 
dicate strong, opposition to Sunday 
availability of liquor. 

Twin Falls County residents dc'- 
feated the some question in an advi- 
sory ballot in the 1986 primary, with 
59 percent voting no.

Western governors will meet with Energy Department officials 


DENVER (AP) — The governors of three 
western states arc scheduled to meet with 
Department of Energy officials Nov. 16. in 
Salt Lake City to discuss the transportation 
and storage of radioactive wastes. 

Gov, Roy Romcr said Saturday he had 
hoped that a meeting with DOE officials 
would be held earlier, but that the Nov. 16 
dale was satisfactory. The session was called 
by U.S. Energy Secretary John Herrington. 

In addition to Romcr, Idaho Gov.' Cecil An- 
drus and New Mexico Gov. Garrey Car- 
ruthers, Romcr suggested that governors 


from Washington, Nevada and California 
should attend to offer suggestions. 

One of the topics to be discussed is' a box- 
car filled with radioactive waste that was re- 
turned to the Rocky Flats nuclear weapons 
plant near here after Andrus refused to allow 
the waste to be stored in his state. 

Romcr said he did not want production 
halted at Rocky Flnts, which produces pluto- 
nium triggers for nuclear weapons. 

"But, I'm warning everybody, we're not go- 
ing to contimft to store it in .the Denver 
metro area,” he said. "I'm not the relief valve 


for all that system's problems." 

The storage of radioactive wastes is one of 
several problems ■ plaguing Rocky Flats, 
which is operated by Rockwell International 
for DOE. 

On OcL 19, Andrus banned new shipments 
of radioactive waste to the Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory after looming that 
the opening of the Waste Isolation Pilot Plant 
was delayed by safety concerns and congres- 
sional action over ownership of the land.

FERC requirements in utility merger draw praise, nervousness 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The decision by 
the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission 
to attach conditions to a massive utility 
merger has drawn praise from public utilities 
and triggered new concern from private ones 
already nervous about how for the commis- 
sion may go^ regulating the transmission of 

In il tigflgifalns t week approving the $2.2 
billion mwfflgBftveen PncifiCorp and Utah 
Power and HEignt Co., the commission re- 
quired that the merged company "wheel” 
power for other utilities, 

The commission said that without the con- 
ditions, the merger would have stymied com- 
petition and created n monopoly that would 
control the major transmission lines linking 
the inland Northwest with the lucrative elec- 
tricity markets in the Southwest. 

Over the next five years, the new company 
would have to set aside space on its trans- 
mission lines for electricity from other utili- 


In the long-term, the commission said the 
new company had on "absolute obligation" to 
provide transmission sendee to any utility 
that makes a "bonn fide" request even if that 
means the construction af new lines. 

"The conditions are designed to provide n 
long-term remedy to the likely anticompeti- 
tive effects of the merger," the commission 
said in its order. 

The directors of both the Portland, Ore., 
based PncifiCorp 'and the Salt Lnke City- 
based Utah Power will meet next week to re- 
view the commmission's order. 

The commission's handling of the merger, 
which would create the nation's 13th largest 
utility, serving more than 1.2 million people 
in seven Western states, had been closely 
watched by the industry. 

Publicly owned utilities have feared a wave 
of new megers sparked by the PacificCorp- 
Utah Power deal could result in a few, mega- 


utilities controlling key transmission corri- 
dors. 

Private utilities have pushed for more 
deregulation of the industry and want the 
commission to maintain n hands ofT policy on 
transmission issues. They believe mergers 
will make the industry more efficient and 
lower customer rates. 

"It yvns a stunning breakthrough by the 
commission," Larry Hobnrt. executive direc- 
tor of the American Public Power Associa- 
tion, snid~of~thc -commission's-dccision to 
place conditions on the PncifiCorp-Utah Pow- 
er merger. 

Hobart said the'nssocialion, which repre- 
sents, 1,760 public utilities had used n "lot 
cash and political clout” in the PncifiCorp- 
Utah Power case. 

While the association would have preferred 
that the commission reject the merger out- 
right, Hobnrt said the conditions attached by 
the commission set a "precedent that should 


enchonce competition and cut costs for con- 
sumers." 

Ratepayers in California and the South- 
west moy benefit from the merger because 
Northwest utilities will be locked in a battle 
to offer the cheapest power to Southwestern 
utilities. 

Northwest ratepayers should benefit be- 
cause their utilities should be able to sell sur- 
plus power south and reduce their costs. 

Pacific Power & Light, PacifiCorp's utility 
subsidiary, has said the merger should allow 
them to hold their 'rates stable while Utah 
Power officials sny they should be able to cut 
their rates by up to 10 percent. 

"The commission's conditions should open 
up the transmission system to competition," 
said Hobart. "They have plowed new ground 
that will promote competition to cut costs," 

In a carefully worded statement, the presi- 
dent of the Edison Electric Institute said the 
commission's action in the PncifiCorp-Utah 


Power ca9e "raises important questions" 
about issues that are "complex and novel." 

Wiliam McCollnm Jr., president of the 
group which represents private utilities, said 
the industry os well ns "policy makers at nil 
levels of government must analyze the np- . 
pronch 'FERC has taken to determine what 
effect these conditions would have if the com- 
mission should propose to apply them ns a 
general rule." 

Industry analysts were guarded in their 
reaction to the commission's decision. 

"They attached restrictive but not onerous 
prorisiqn's'to the merger," said Greg Enholm, 
the utility analyst for Salomon Brothers in 
New York. "I would describe it ns a water- 
shed case. 

"This merger will be a precedent for merg- 
ers in the future that involve multiple states 
and transmission issues."

The project area covers 5,079 acres 
east of Cnstleford. The area borders 
County Rond 1100 East (two miles 
east of Castlcford) on the west and 
the High Line Canal un the south- 
east. 

Eighty- four percent of the area 
was determined hy the Department 
of Energy to he highly credible crop- 
land and 80 percent was identified as 
critical areas.

"I supply you with the above au- 
thority in order that you may be fully 
informed ns you contemplate 'refer- 
ral to the State Bar, - and ns you con- 


sider the more serious alternative of 
dismissing all future cases. ” 

Redman said be is researching the 
attorney general s last letter. 

"It is certainly possible I am 
wrong," Redman said. 

Koie said stale agencies have to 
obey uttomey general’s opinions, An 
opinion such as the one nt issue in 
Redmnn’s complaint , helps state 
agencies avoid liability for violating 
citizens' civil rights, he s'nid. 

"Its something you do as a routine 
matter — you’ve got to or the state 
will face horrendous responsibility," 
Attorney General Jim Jones said. 

Jones also questioned whether 
Redmnns actions were appropriate 


forejudge. 

"Quite frankly, judges usually don't 
go running around to the press when 
they have n problem." Jones said. "1 
guess everybody's entitled to conduct 
their affairs ns they sec fit." 

He also questioned Redman's 
threat to consider releasing people 
who object to laws.

-Bush can expect 
landslide in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Re- 
publican Vice President George 
Bush is well on his wuy to win- 
ning Utah's five electoral voles by 
n 2-to-l margin, a poll shows. 

A poll condictcd by the research 
firm Bardsley & Ncidhart pub- 
lished in Sunday's Salt Lake Tri- 
bune says Bush is well on his way 
to a landslide in the Beehive state 
nnd ir the trend continues, he 
should dofent Democrat Michael 
Dukakis by about 2-to-l on Nov. 8. 

The latest poll, completed 
Thursday, shows Bush leading 
Dukakis CM percent to 31 percent. 
This represents a 2-percent gain 
for Bush, who held a 64 percent to 
29 percent mnrgin over Dukakis a 
week ago. 


Prospects were not always this 
bright for Bush. In June, Dukakis 
had pulled within 3 points of his 
Republican rival and stayed fairly 
close until after the GOP conven- 
tion, When Bush spurted to n 20- 
point lead. The mnrgin has steadi- 
ly increased as the campaign pro- 
gressed. 

Now, Bush is favored in every 
sector of the state and is the 
choice of both < sexes, all age 
groups nnd wage earners in all 
stations of life. Only Democrats 
support Dukakis, but Democrats 
are in the minority in Utah — 
fewer than independents and 
heavily outnumbered by Rcpubli- 


Utah tax initiatives 
are losing support 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) T 
Mounting opposition to Utah's 
three tax initiatives has increased 
the odds that all will go down to 
defeat, a new poll says. 

A Utah Poll by the research 
firm Bardsley & Ncidhart pub- 
lished in Sunday’s Salt Lake TYi- 
bunc says measure A. which 
would limit property taxes, has 
fallen 14 points tiehind. 

Measure B, which would roll 
bnck taxes, is down by 20 points. 
And Measure C, which would off-

The survey consisted of 903 tele- 
phone interviews with registered 
voters Tram Oct. 24-27 and has an

In early September, all three 
initiatives were ahead, but rapid 
deteriorations occdfred ns debate 
on the issues intensified. 

Initiative A was opposed 47 per- 
cent to 38 percent on Oct. 6, but a 
poll released Oct. 20 showed it 
was opposed 50 percent to 42 per- 
cent. Ibdny the initiative trails 52 
percent to 38 percent. 

Initiative B trailed 49 percent to 
42 percent on Oct. 6, but slipped to 
53 percent to 40 percent on Oct. 
20, nnd is behind 57 percent to 37 
percent in the most recent poll. 

Initiative C trailed 51 percent to 
37 percent on Oct. 6. On Oct 20, it 
was opposed by 60 percent nnd fa- 
vored by 32, and the latest poll 
shows it behind 66 to 27 percent.

Conference urges change 
in USDA policy on mines 


BOISE (AP) — The Conference of 
Western Attorneys . General has 
urged the U.S. Deportment of Agri- 
culture to drop what its chairman 
called the effort to- prevent states 
from regulating mining activity on 
federal land. 

Idaho Attorney General Jim Jones, 
chairman of the conference repre- 
senting attorneys general from 14 
western states and three Pacific ter- 
ritories, called for the change in a let- 
ter to Agriculture Secretary Richard 
. Lyng last week. 

Jones said efforts by the U.S. For- 
est Service to pre-empt state environ- 
mental regulations run counter to 


the Reagan administration’s policy of 
federalism, or delegating authority to 
the state or local level whenever ap- 
propriate. 

"Federalism requires cooperative 
governmental action," he wrote. 
"The Forest. Service's unilateral at- 
tempt to pre-empt state law merely 
serves to further exacerbate the con- 
flict between western states and the . 
federal government over regulation 
of activities on federanonds within 
the states." 

Jones' letter urges the Department 
of Agriculture to establish a working , 
group of state and federal officials to 
develop regulations.

Mowry, who won for the first 
time this season, became the first 
player in the tournament's history 
to claim the championship after 
leading or sharing the lead enter- 
ing the final round. 

Charles earned $20,625 to pass

Senior earnings record of $509,145. 
Charles has won five tournaments 
and $512,729.

"This means every bit as much as 
it meant to beat Arnold Palmer and 
Gary Player in my Becond win last 
year in Atlanta, which is now my 
hometown." 

Mowry earned his third Tour tri- 
umph despite a sporadic round that 
included six birdies, three bogeys 
and a double bogey. 

“Sometimes winning isn't that 
pretty," said the 52-ycar-old Mowry, 


who hit his tee shot into the water 
for double bogcy-5 on the seventh 
hole. This was the toughest win 
I've ever had. The ball was going 
right ond left and 1 didn't know 
which way it was going to come out 
of the chute." 

Charles, meanwhile, had a mon- 
ey record but no victory. 

"Setting a record like tha* loesn't 
mean a thing," said Charles, who # 
birdied just one hole and made no 
putts longer than six feet. "Some- 
body else will take that next year, 
so it's a temporary thing. Winning 
is my goal.” 

Charles, who bogeyed two pnr-5s 
that are generally recognized ns 
birdie opportunities, said he was 
victimized by several errant tec 
shots. "Maybe the fairways here get 
to me after a week," he said. "I'm 
not knocking the golf course be- 
cause it’s a great test of golf, but 
these are probably the narrowest 
fairways wc play. It's a course 
where you have to keep the ball out 
of trouble." 

Nichols birdied two of the four 
pnr-5s, but missed a chance to 
make a late run at Mowry when he 
failed to break par at the final par- 
5, the 512-ynrd 15th, where his ap- 
proach landed in the rough, just off 
the green. 

"It was a strange finishing day,"

South blamed his mis guess in 
trumps on the wickedness of Hal- 
loween witches. He said nothing 
about applying better technique. 

Dummy’s heart queen went to 
East’s ace, and East returned the di- 
amond seven to the 10 and ace. West 
led back the diamond deuce and 
South won his jack. South cashed the 
trump ace, catching nothing of con- 
sequence and pondered about his 
next play In trumps. Should South 
play a low one In hopes of finding an 
original doubleton king or should he 
play the queen to try to smother the 
jack? 

South went for the play of a low 
trump. East won the jack, and 
West’s king eventually took the sot- 
ting trick. Was It the goblins or was 
It a pure guess? 

It seems like a guess at first 
glance. (Goblins don’t know any- 
thing about bridge.) However, there 
Is another element. The Impending 
diamond ruff changes things and 
South should lead the queen of 
trumps to try for a smother play. 
Why? Give East the K-2 of trumps 
Instead of J-2. Now the low trump 
drops the king, but a third diamond 
load nets West a ruff and the game 
goes down one anyway.

TWIN FALLS — There's a new method for getting rid of 
those extra pounds, those unwanted bulges. It’s called "fat 
burning:'' proponents say low-intensity exercise and healthy 
eating habiLs add up to less fat, more fitness, better health. 

In some ways, it's nothing new. Diet and exercise have long 
been known as a winnipg combination for fitness. But forget 
yesterday's mandates to "go for the burn." Many of today's fit- 
ness experts are convinced that more ^nodernte exercise — 
like walking — is the best route to reducing body fat. What's 
more, moderate intensity workouts decrease the risks of in- 
jury as compared with' more rigorous workouts — ond expand 
the appeal of exercise to a larger percentage of the population. 

The Magic Valley YFCA will offer a six- 
week "Fat Burner Fitness Class," Nov. 7- 
Dec. 12. Fee is $25, with a 20 percent 
discount for participants enrolled in any 
weight management program (YFCA or 
other). For -more Information, call the 
Magic Valley YFCA at 733-4384. 

"Fat burning is much more efficient' if you do a moderate 
exercise for a longer period of time," says Janel Paul, dietitian 
at the Twin Falls Clinic and Hospital. 

Moderate exorcise moons working your heart at about GO 
percent of its maximum rate — ns compared with o target 
rate of 70 to 85 percent of the maximum, ns recommended for 
more intensive exercisers, Wnlking. low-intensity aerobics, cy- 
cling and "rebounding" on n mini-trampoline arc favorite and 
effective methods of moderate exercise. 

For persons just getting into shape, exercising at a lower in-

tensity allows you to exercise longer without undue- fatigue, 
soys Jnn Mittlcider, associate professor and fitness instructor 
at the College of Southern Idaho.

It takes about 15 minutes of aerobic exercise before your 
body is efficiently burning fat, explains Pnul. So if your work- 
out lasts an hour, you'll benefit from about 45 minutes of fat 
burning. If your workout is only 20 minutes long, your fat- 
burning efficiency will be limited to just five minutes. 

In addition, exercise increases your body's basal metabolic

All of this makes daily exercise that much more valuable. 
An hour a dny of moderate exercise is recommended by some 
experts. Mittlcider recommends scheduling some easy days — 
and oven taking an occasional day off. Many experts suggest 
that n thrce-day-a-week schedule is appropriate for maintain- 
ing fitness. 

Low intensity exercise "makes regular exercise much more 
accessible to our aging population," Mittlcider adds. And most 
"moderate" exercise regimes require minimal investment in 
equipment, clothing and training. 

Peggy Klinsky, instructor of a "fat burner” fitness class at 
the Magic Valley YFCA, says the class approach is "targeted 
for people who want to lose weight.” Instead of the higher in- 
tensity aerobics offered in other classes, her program involves 
"gradually longer, lower intensity" aerobics for fat burning — 
plus instruction in exercising effectively and safely, informa- 
tion on body composition and nutrition advice. 

Exercise is only part of the fat-buming picture. Losing fat 
— and weight — usually requires some changes in diet as 
well. 

Again, moderation is the key: you need at least 1200 calo- 
ries, oven when trying to lose weight. "You want a diet you 
can stay on for a long, long time," says Paul. 

"Best for keeping those bulges away is a diet low in fat, 
with increased complex carbohydrates and low in refined sug- 
ar," she says. 

Ounce for ounce, fnt hns more than twice the calorics of car- 
bohydrates. Plus, high-fat diets have been related to an in- 
creased risk of heart disease. 

Complex carbohydrates include whole grains, com, beans 
and potatoes. Often blacklisted as "starches," complex carbo- 
hydrates arc an efficient and filling energy source, adding

• Continued from Pago D1 
bulk, nutrients and flavor to the diet. 

Refined sugars are easily digested 
but give only a short burst of energy

Forget fad diets. Paul says fad di- 
ets arc "postponing the inevitable": 
tho need for a change in eating 
habits. Get on an eating plan that 
you con maintain for the rest of your 
life. Eat a very Balanced meal every 
day. "People need* patience," she says. 
"If they follow a good food plan each 
day and an exercise plan each day, il 
- is going to add up." 

But what about those "pockets of 
fat," your-bulges .that Won't budge? 
Will fat burhing work for spot-reduc- 
ing? 

"If spot-reducing worked, gum 
chewers would have skinny checks," 
jokes Mittlcidcr.

Not even "passive exercise," body

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Doctors change position on need for Caesarean births 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Breaking 
with n 70-year-old tradition, the 
American College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists declared Wednes- 
day that women who have had a 
baby by Caesarean section generally 
should deliver subsequent children 
by normal, vaginal birth. 

The new guidelines say such moth- 
ers should be encouraged by their 
doctors to choose normnl delivery and 
that even those who hnvc had two or 
more babies by C-scction should re- 
ceive support for attempting a vagi- 
nal delivery if that is their choice. 

The incidence of Caesarean deliv- 
ery has skyrocketed over the past 
two decades, prompting many gov- 
ernment and health lenders to pay 
closer attention to the risk nnd cost 
of such procedures balanced against 
natural delivery. 

In 1987, for cxnmplc, 24.4 percent 
of the 3.8 million births recorded in 
the United States were by Caesarean 
delivery — compared with 5.5 per- 
cent of the 3.7 million births recorded 
in 1970. 

Of the 934,000 Caesarean deliveries 
in 1987, the College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists estimated that 35 
percent were performed not because of 
n demonstrated medical need, but 
merely because the mother had previ- 
ously delivered by Caesarean. 

"This is the first time in over 70 
years we are saying that a patient who 
has hod a C-section should not have a 
repeat C-scction unless there is a defi-

Miami medical school in Florida. 

She declined to offer a reason for the 
sharp rise in C-sections in recent years. 
But she acknowledged that some doc- 
tors may encourage them because they 
can charge more than for normol deliv- 
ery, and also said “many women do not 
wont the pnin of labor." 

According to government statistics, 
the average doctor and hospital charge 
in 1986 was $2,620 lor n normal deliv- 
ery and $4,330 for a C-section. 

In an interview, O'Sullivan said she 
hopes that a woman who has under- 
gone C-sections ‘and meets guideline 
criteria for trying 'a vaginal delivery in 
subsequent births will consider switch-

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Interrupt destructive interactions 


Are you struggling daily in rela-' 
tionships with people you love? Is 
there too much turmoil and too little 
peace? 

It is possible to repair troubled re- 
lationships and to bring about the 
harmony you all deserve. Consider 
first this basic principle applying to 
human relating. 

« Over time, all relationships settle 
into patterned interactions in which 
each actor develops predictable ways 
of relating to the others. People tend 
to play out repetitive behaviors cucn 
when those behaviors are destructive 
to the relationship. 

In troubled relationships, habitual 
behaviors are mostly negative and 
tend to control the people involved, 
who are unaware of that fncL 
■ The challenge is to interrupt these 
destructive repetitive interactions 
and to replace them with more posi- 
tive ways of relating. So how do you 
do that? Here are strategies to try: 

• Start by collecting information 
about your own behaviors in encoun- 
ters that go awry. In troubled rela- 
tionships, people look outward to es- 
tablish blame rather inward to as- 
sess their own responsibility in per- 
.Bpjuating negative interactions. 

• Decide to change patterned in- 
teractions by moving to a more posi- 
tive position. You may want to ask for 
feedback from significant others. 
How am I doing? Are there ways I 
could be more loving? More nurtur- 
ing? More.helpful? 
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• Announce to them that you con- 
sider yourself 50 percent responsible 
for any arguments or clashes and arc 
going to change your part. Ask for 
feedback should they see any positive 
changes. 

• Get your own responses under 
control. All people hnvc habitual neg- 
ative ways of communicating. 

Identify your responses by answer- 
ing these questions. Do I typically: 

— interrupt others to soy what I 
think? 

— switch the subject instead of 
trying to find a solution to n prob- 
lem? 

— "rub in" mistakes? 

— blame others for my own behav- 
ior or feelings ("You made me lose my 
temper” or "You depressed me")? 

— frequently use sarcasm, ridicule 
or criticism? 

— constantly complain about oth- 
ers? 

— yell, scream, or explode easily? 

— threnten the relationship when 
1 get angry ("Let’s just call it quits")? 

— use eye rolling, disgusted looks, 
a glassy stare, or other nonverbal be- 
haviors to express disapproval? 

— blame others for past "crimes" 


( Til never forget how, you treated me 
on our honeymoon")? 

. — namecall or label — you're (sick) 

. (bad) (stupid) (crude) (lazy)?, 

— insult and humiliate in other 
ways ("Shut ypur mouth'* or ("Go to , 

, hell")? 

— use contemptuous, sarcastic or 
impudent tones oF voice to show 
anger? 

— expect others to mindread (“You 
should have known") 

— tell others what they "should" 
do? 

— drag in third-party opinions to 
establish my point? 

— use the words "never" or “al- 
ways" to describe another persons be- 
havior? 

— use humor to deal with anoth- 
er's serious concerns? 

— lecture, debate, or persuade 
with logic? 

— threaten or order others? 

— overpower or dominate others 
with anger or intimidating manner- 
isms? 

— let others have their way hut 
then secretly resent it? 

These are but a sample of typical 
negative responses. After identifying 
your destructive responses, throw 
them away — not for just a day — for 
the rest of your life. 

• Disengage from accelerating ar- 
guments by indicating that you don't 
want to fight and that you need to 
withdraw for a short period so you 
don’t sny things you'll regret.. 


Radiation for ringworm causes tumors 


BOSTON (AP) — The use of radi- 
ation decades ago to treat ringworm 
of the scalp is causing an increase in 
rare tumors of the head and neck, 
according to n study published last 
week. 

"Now, many years Inter, we arc 
finding out that there were hazards 
linked with this treatment," said Dr. 
John D. Boice Jr., n co-nuthor of the 
National Cancer Institute study. 

Radiation was once commonly 


used to treat many minor afflictions, 
including acne and enlarged tonsils. 
It has been largely out of favor for 
such purposes since the 1950s. 

The latest study, published in the 
New England Journal of Medicine, 
was conducted in Israel on 10,834 
children who received radiation for 
ringworm between 1948 and I960. 

The researchers found that 60 
have developed tumors of nerve 
tissue, compnred with eight among n 


comparison group. They had seven 
times the usual risk of all tumors 
and eight times the. typical risk of 
nerve tumors of the head and neck. 

However, 48 of the 60 had rela- 
tively benign tumors of nerve wrap- 
pings. The rest had mnlignant can- 
cers. 

Boice said the radiation doses re- 
ceived by the youngsters were 100 to 
1,000 times greater than ordinary 
diagnostic X-rays.

ATLANTA (AP) — Sudden infant 
death syndrome continues to be a 
leading cause of premature mortali- 
ty, and an increase among white 
male infants may signal an impor- 
tant trend, federal health officials 
said Thursday. 

SIDS, which strikes about one in 
500 U.S. infants, ranks seventh 
among causes of premature mortali- 
ty in the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol's tabulations of "years of poten- 
tinljife lost." Unintentional injuries 
rank first. 

The CDC measures the loss of "po- 
tential life" — in deaths before age 
65 — as a means of gauging the ef- 
fects of premature mortality. Age' 65 
i« a statistical benchmark; actual 
U.S. life expectancy today is higher. 

During 1980-83, SIDS robbed 
white male infants of "potential life' 
at the rate of 97 years per 1,000 
births, while the rate for females was 
65. By 1984-85, the rate for white 
male babies had risen to 100, while 
the females’ rate had fallen to 61 . 

• The rate Tor black moles fell from 
186 to 167, and the rate for black fe- 
males fell from 151 to 134. 

"The slight increases ... among 
white mnlcs ... should be monitored, 
to determine a possible emerging 
trend," the CDC said in its report. 

The increase might be attributed 


to one of two factors, snid Dr. Jose 
Becerra, a SIDS specialist with the 
CDC. “It could be due either to in- 
creased incidence of SIDS, or a de- 
crease in age at death, in this (white 
male) group," he said. 

If white mole SIDS babies were, 
for some reason, dying younger than 
other SIDS babies, their "years of po- 
tential life lost" — before 65 — would 
thus be higher, Becerra explained. 

In actual terms, SIDS would also 
seem to be on the increase among 
white males. In 1984 , 2,295 SIDS 
deaths were reported among white 
baby boys, rising to 2,390 in 1985. 
Over the some period, white female 
SIDS cases increased by just six from 
1,361 to 1,367, black mole cases fell 
from 799 to 775 and block female 
cases fell from 640 to 582. 

Overall, 5,245 U.S. SIDS cases 
were reported in 1984 and 5,315 in.„ 
'85, the CDC noted. 

The mystery surrounding SIDS, 
defined as "the sudden death of an 
infant," unexpectedly and without 
"an adequate cause of death,' 1 also 
contributes to the uncertainty in 
studying it, Becerra said. In 1985, 
about 93 percent of U.S. SIDS deaths 
were confirmed by autopsy, but that 
leaves "a substantial number where 
no autopsy was made, so the diagno- 
sis is in doubt," he said.

Beta-blockers help to calm anxiety 


What do people who suffer from 
migraines, heart attacks, hyper-thy- 
roidism, high blood pressure and 
stage fright have in common? They 
all can use beta blockers to help their 
condition. • 

This class of drugs, which slows 
tho heart's ability to respond to such 
stimulating signals as adrcnnljn, has 
helped transform the treatment of 
heart attack and reduced mortality 
by some 20 to 25 percent, said Dr, 
Lawrence Friedman, associate direc- 
tor for clinical applications at the Na- 
tional Heart, Lung and Blood Insti- 
tute. 

It was the discovery of prunethalof, 
the first of this class of" widely pre- 
scribed drugs in 1962, nnd the subse- 
quent discovery of the still-used pro- 
pranolol in 1964, that led the Nobel, 
Assembly to award Sir James Block/* - 
a 64-year-old physician at King's Col- 
lege Hospital in London, half of this 
year's Nobel Prize in medicine or 
physiology. 

Although it is not. clear how beta 
blockers work, it is known that they 
fit into specially shaped molecules on 
the surface of many different kinds of 
cells, including heart cells, that nor- 
mally can be stimulated by 
adrenalin, the fight-or-llight hor- 
mone. 

By blocking the action of these so- 


called receptor proteins on the sur- 
face or heart cells, beta blockers pre- 
vent the heart from responding to 
signals that it should work harder. 
For those who already hove suffered 
n heart attack, such signals can be 
lethal. 

But beta blockers have found other 
.uses ns well. Athletes competing in 
archery and marksmanship events 
have found that beta blockers can im- 
prove their performance. 

Competitors who try to shoot be- 
tween henrt bents — so the force of 
the heart's contraction does not cause 
their hand to move — say that calm- 
ing the henrt with drugs also helps. 
Organizations which sponsor compe- 
titions bon the use of such drugs, and

The steadying effects utso are 
widely known within the community 
of performing artists. Even well es- 
tablished musicians and actors com- 
plain that stage fright cun come at 
any time. Some fight it with supersti- 
tions, some with alcohol. 

But the newest vogue has been 
beta blockers, primarily Indernl, 
which is usually prescribed for hyper- 
tension. 

Unlike alcohol, Indernl is said to 
reduce anxiety without affecting per- 
formance.
